With the advent of the electrie fur- 
nace and the use of temperatures 
hitherto unheard of. these little vials 
have. been taken down for another 

urpose. Oxides of the rare metals 

ave been introduced to the fearful 
heat and reduced to the form of pure 
metals, and these rare metals, iow 
rare no longer on account. of the 
cheapness of reduction and abundance 
of ore, are taking ‘their proper place 
in the sphere of industrial activity. 
The little dust-covered vials are loom- 
ing up, and keen, hard-headed scien- 
tists are studying them with a view to 
thr possibilities and the best means 
as_to their utilization. 

Take aluminum, for example. In 
1888 eluminum first appeared on the 
market and sold for $5 a pound. It 
was still a curiosity, and here and 
there some one would get hold of ‘an 
ounce or two and muse over its ex- 
»treme lightness, its beeutiful color and 
its acid and oxygen resisting proper- 
ties. But still a curiosity. Then 
comes the electric furnace. Aluminum 
drops from $5 a pound to 35 cents a 
pound, and. the world suddenly sits 
up very straight and takes notice. A 
metal more useful than gold or silver, 
possibly than iron, has joined the

It is popularly supposed 
thet irom’-is the commonest of all 
metals, but analyses of the earth’s 
crust show that aluminum.is the king 
of all the metals as far as uantity is 
concerned. There is just a little more 
than eight per cent. of aluminum in 
the crust of the earth, or almost twice 
as much as there is of iron, and more 
than 20 times as much aluminum as 
there is copper. 
Some time aluminum will be made 
for a few cents a pound, and it will 
eventually displace iron in many 
places where that’ metal is now ‘con- 
sidered to be indispensable. It ig 
about one-third the weight of iron; is 
about as strong in tensile strength as 
cast iron, and just as sodn as the 
roper relleg ot. alumin hen hae 
‘ound it will be steel’s strongest rival. 
At present metallurgists are. handi- 
capped by the fact that aluminum 
can be made from only one ore, 
lg eed this ore is to be found 
ew places, and is rapid] i 
exhausted.

Old Virginia Pancakes (No. ‘1). 

Beat five eggs very light; add three 
cupfuls of milk, two tablespoonfuls 
of shortening—butter or lard, melted— 
and—a handful at a time—a quart of 
sifted: flour with. .which has. been 
mixed a teaspoonful of salt. No bak- 
ing powders were adddédd by our 
grandmother. She depended upon the 
beaten eggs and quick mixing to in- 


sure lightness. 
Have a large frying-pan on. the 
fire with enough melted butter In it 


to reach every part of ‘he bottom. 
Pour in enough batter to cover the 
bottom of the pan, and shake, slightly 
in cooking to loosen the cake from the 
fron surface. Run a broad spatula 
under one edge of the pancake in 
three minutes to see if the lower side 
be nicely browned. If it is, turn the 
cake dexterously, without breaking 
or ridging It. 

In the very old ttimés—so the story 
goes—the skilful cook turned her 
pancakes by tossing them. clear of 
the pan, and in such a fashion that 
they turned a somersault in the 
transit and alighted on the other 
side in the pan. Tradition has it that

Forty years ago Tom Shaughnessy, 
a poor lad in Wisconsin,’ joined a 


"railway in’ St. Paul, starting at the 


bottom..of.,the.. ladder... Nature - had 
given him parents to be proud of and 
good fighting Irish blood in his veins 
—not_a bad. beginning in life. To- 
day he possesses more actual power 
than many a king. He is head of 
the greatest. railway in the world. 
Eighty thousand picked men gladly 
do his bidding. The line over which 
he presides is the veritable. backbone 
of the premier of the. British over- 
seas dominions. The Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway stretches from the waters 
of the Atlantic to the Pacific; its 
steamers. do their business from 
Hong Kong and from 
Liverpool to Shanghai. 

For a man to be born in the West 
is, for those able to seize their op- 
portunities, to be ao favorite of for- 
tune. Thomas Shaughnessy started 
when the West was in the beginning 


|\of its making. He rose rapidly from 


post to post on the St. Paul system, 
and thirteen years later he was, in- 
vited to join the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. 

The. step required , courage. The 
line was not yet completed to the 
Pacific, and was, faced by serious 
financial and engineering difficulties.

Many of the brightest young 
men left the.Dominion year by year 
to settle in the States, and men free- 
ly said that Canada must before long 
beg for annexation by the Union.

When he leaves office he leaves 
business cares behind. “I never want
